A 
recent case showed three valves of a kitchen 
range leaking, so that even when the range was 
not being used the meter kept running. 
f Leaks in pipes usually occur at couplings. 
Sometimes the amount is almost unnoticeable 
at any time, but in the course of every minute 
of a month, it may amount to dollars. 
? A good way to locate these leaks is to make 
a strong :*oapsuds and with a paint brush apply 
it over the pipes. If the gas hubbies through 
you have found the leak. 
If May we caution you again never to look for 
a leak with fire?
